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Fingerplays  and  action  rhymes,  like  nursery  rhymes,  have 
been  kept  alive  for  generations  because  children  love  them. 
The  musical  language  of  the  rhymes  makes  them  easy  to 
say  and  remember.  The  actions,  too,  are  perfect  for  chil- 
dren, who  love  to  participate.  It's  fun  to  make  the  tickly 
little  steps  of  "The  Eentsy,  Weentsy  Spider"  climbing  up 
the  waterspout,  to  pretend  to  pound  in  a  nail  while  singing 
"The  Hammer  Song,"  and  to  tip  over  your  whole  body  for 
"I'm  a  Little  Teapot." 

Many  of  the  rhymes  reflect  a  child's  world.  They  are  about 
mealtime  and  bedtime  and  families.  They  are  about  the 
natural  phenomena  a  child  sees  every  day — rain,  flowers, 
animals  large  and  small.  And  they  give  children  an  op- 
portunity to  learn  about  left  and  right,  up  and  down,  and 
their  bodies  from  head  to  toe. 

So  say  them,  sing  them — there  are  musical  arrangements 
at  the  back  of  the  book — act  them  out.  They  really  are  fun!

This  is  a  riddle  that  was  told  long,  long  ago.  The  first  riddles, 
say  folklorists,  go  far  back  in  human  history.  They  were  not 
necessarily  funny.  Rather,  they  were  a  way  of  looking  at  the 
world.  They  showed  how  two  things  that  seem  different  on 
the  surface  are  actually  alike  in  some  way.  Many  were 
about  nature  and  the  universe,  and  often  they  were  more 
like  poems  than  jokes. 

The  answer  to  the  riddle  above  is:  the  moon,  which  is 
round  like  an  apple;  the  sky,  which  is  large  and  flat  like  a 
blanket;  and  the  stars,  which  are  scattered  through  the 
heavens  like  sparkling  coins. 

Other  old  riddles  were  matters  of  life  and  death.  In  the 
mythology  of  ancient  Greece,  a  dragonlike  creature  called 
the  Sphinx  sat  outside  the  city  of  Thebes  and  asked  this 
riddle  of  everyone  who  passed: 


What  walks  on  four  legs  in  the  morning, 
two  legs  at  noon,  and  three  legs  at  night? 
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Those  who  couldn't  answer  were  killed  by  the  Sphinx. 
Finally  a  man  named  Oedipus  solved  the  riddle  and  de- 
stroyed the  Sphinx.  The  answer  he  gave  was:  man,  who 
crawls  on  all  fours  as  a  baby  walks  on  two  feet  as  a  man, 
and  uses  a  cane  in  old  age. 

Riddles  have  changed  a  lot  over  the  years.  Now  they  are 
told  mostly  to  amuse.  The  humor  comes  from  playing  with 
language,  from  taking  advantage  of  the  fact  that  one  word 
often  has  two  or  more  meanings.  Your  life  may  never  de- 
pend on  knowing  the  answers  to  the  riddles  in  this  book, 
but  we  hope  they'll  make  you  laugh.

When  playing  with  a  baby,  a  little  stimulation  goes  a  long  way. 
If  your  child  seems  less  than  eager  to  play  a  game,  maybe  he 
feels  overwhelmed.  Try  it  a  different  way.  For  instance,  touch  the 
baby  softly  instead  of  tickling  him,  or  swing  him  gently  on  your 
ankle  instead  of  bouncing  him  on  your  knee. 

Even  before  a  child  can  talk,  she  is  learning  language  from 
listening  to  you.  And  before  a  child  can  walk,  she  is  practicing 
the  movements  she  will  need  later  on.  These  simple  games, 
which  combine  physical  play  with  imaginative  words,  are 
perfect  for  developing  babies  and  toddlers.  And,  best  of  all, 
they're  fun!
